Your Vote Counts 
Why should I bother to vote? What difference does it 
make anyway, with millions voting, whether | vote or not? 
Many times over we have heard those and similar ques- 
tions. Lsually, despite the answers, most of the men and 
women asking the questions just don’t bother to vote. For 
it’s difficult to preach to people about their great civic 
duty, their priceless heritage that should be maintained 
and protected. Most of the time the men and women asking 
the questions think such answers are pretty abstract - 
they shrug and say ‘‘There’s no danger of losing the right 
to vote just because | don’t take part. That can’t happen 
here’’, 
So 


voting to preserve a freedom and because it is a duty, but 


this week we want to stress, not the reasons for 
the immediate practical affect that not-voting may have 
on the outcome of the election. 

For instance, there are recorded cases when one vote 
per precinct in each of the nation’s precincts would have 
completely changed the outcome of the election. Imagine - 
you who don’t know why your vote is important - you and 
your counterparts all over the country could have per- 
sonally changed the outcome of an election just by spend- 
ing a few minutes at the polls, That’s one reason why 
your vote is important. 

But stop for another moment and think of the local elec- 
tions - contests here with which you are familiar. Two 
years ago a local man was defeated in a primary by 15 
votes - just 16 persons in Andover could have voted for 
and nominated that man. lhink for a minute and you'll see 
why your vote is important, then, in your own community. 

lhese are practical reasons why you should vote. Why 
you should think of your own vote as the most important 
one in the country. Although you may not realize it, your 
single vote - and the individual votes of many who also 
wonder why they should bother - mean the difference be- 
tween victory and defeat for candidates and parties. 

So your vote is important. Remember that. Act on that 
knowledge by voting Nov. 6.

Two Town Meetings 


One of the good reasons for not calling special town 
99 


meetings was graphically demonstrated Oct, 22. 

It was apparent that several hundred persons waited 
patiently through most of the warrant until after the pay 
raise articles were passed. Then they went home. It mat- 
tered little that, to petitioners for articles placed farther 
along in the warrant, their own articles were just as im- 
portant as anything that had gone before. And it apparent- 
ly mattered very little to the hundreds that left that a rela- 
tive handful of voters would transact business for them. 
It’s a bad situation when about 200 persons can take ac- 
tion on articles which have considerable importance to 
everyone living in the community. And yet that is what 
happened, because the meeting continued and voted on a 
zoning article before a quorum was questioned with suffi- 
cient vehemence to attract attention. 

We wonder if it wouldn’t be better to schedule two regu- 
town meetings a year - one in the spring and another in 
the fall. Each could perhaps be held down to a minimum 
number of articles so that the work might be finished 
fairly early - and the most controversial might be placed 
at the very end of the warrant to insure a quorum until all 
the questions were settled. Somehow, we should attempt 
to avoid repeating the situation in which most of the 
crowd walks out after voting on an article of special inter- 
est to it - leaving equally vital questions to a minority 
decision,
